As to Miss Langshire, w!+> acted Rosetia, we regret we cannot go 
any great length of commendation at present—that she possesses 
considerable vocal powers is undoubted ; and that the cultivation of 
her voice has rendered it capable of considerable etlect, is likewise 
true; but there are defects in her tones, that, if insurmountable, 
will prevent her, we fear, from singing to the feelings. Her transi- 
tions to the higher notes are frequently too sudden and harsh; if she 
can correct this, and throw more sentiment into her style, she may, 
possibly, succeed in attaining a respectable station amongst our vo 
callists. She has a neat figure, and acts with as much propriety as 
cari be expected from a novice to the Stage. Her best song was, 
“© In Love should there meet,’ and in the Duet with Mr. Pearsan, 
of “ Together let us range tie Fields,” she executed her part with 
very considerable effect: it was loudly encored. Miss Povry ag 
Lucinda, acted and sang uncommonly well. Miss Kriuty was an 
admirable Madge. Mis. Gnaove is hardly broad enough in 
Deborah Joodcock. 

Mr. Pcarman as Young .Weadowé, sang very pleasingly. “ Taie 
blooming rose” was executed with great taste. Mr. J. Brann, 
who; though young in his profession, performed Flawthorn with much 
propriety : “ My Dolly was the fairest thing!” he sang very 
chastely. Mr. Broapnurst as Eustace, sang, “ Believe me if all 
those endearing yottng charms,’ most delightfully, and, of course 
was encored. Mr. Banviey does as well as he canin Justice Woadcock, 
and that is some praise. Mr. Sarrer’s Hodge had some good 
points. The House overflowed in some parts, and the Upera was 
announced for to-night with much applause.

Biographical Sketch of Miss Clara Fisher. 

THE interesting little girl, the Fea. of this Sketch, is the fourth 
and pss daughter of Mr. Fisner, some years since proprietor 
of the Steyne Library, at Brighton. She was horn in London on the 
14th of July 1811, and, consequently, has jast completed her 
eleventh vear. 

From the moment that infantine perception commences, she ex- 
hibited a most un¢ommon degree of obsetvation and feeling. In the 
nurse's arms she shewed # passionate fondness for music, which was 
her first characterestic ; and shewed by every sicus of extreme delight 
her partiality for some tunes, whilst others that were uot agreeable to 
her ear, were op snl by every indication of aversion. .Wusie to the 
infant is language ; and the baby Clara decided on its expressions by 
the same powers that an adult would of appeals of eloquence ad- 
dressed to the feelings. She discoursed with sounds—and evidently 
received and communicated ideas under the influence of harmony. 
Dr. Witutams, known under the apellation of Anxruonxy Pasgvts, 
who was acquainted with Miss Fisher’s family, bireeee in bis 
Dramatic Censor to her, then not many mouths old, as an instance of 
wonderfully premature endowment. 

Miss O’Ner.t’s distinguished appearance in London, induced 
Mr. Fisher, (who was at that time resident there) to take his family 
to Covent Garden Theatre, and amongst them little Clara then about 
four years old. ‘The Play was Jane Shore; and Clava, as every 
one was, seemed rivetted on the performance of Miss O'Neil in the 
unfortunate heroine of the piece. From the impression made that 
evening on Clara’s mind, by that admirable actress, may be dated 
the ardent bias for the histricnie art which ever since has imbued 
her mjnd, and which nothing has been able to conquer.
